In Frank Jones Brewery at 


Portsmouth, N, H, 


The Brewery House Completely 


Destroyed—Loss $100,000—Aid 
Called From Neighboring Towns 


PORTSMOUTH. N. H.. Nov. 17—The 


Malt house o£ the Frank Jones Brew- 
Ing- company's immense plant here was 
ruined by fire tutlay, entailing a loss 
of over $100.000. 


The fire originated in a kiln room 


in the malt house and rapidly spread 
through the heat conveyers tu a large 
quantity of malt In the kilns. 
When 


part of the Portsmouth flre brigade 
reached the brewery yards, the fircnwn 
'directed their energies to 
keep 
the 


flames from communication 
with 
a 


number or ammonia tanks, in another 
building near by. The lire fighting ap- 
paratus belonging to the company as- 
sisted the city firemen but the flames 
inarfe sueh headway in the malt house 
that a general alarm was given and aid 
was requested of Newhuryport. Dover 


nnd the navy yard at Klttery. 
Tho 


Newburyport department 
arrived 
at 


10.16 Junt as the big cupola on the malt 
house fell hi. A section of the roof 
nnd the kiln'floor of the malt house 
had fallen 20 minutes before. 
The 


large force of fire fighters kept the 
other buildings from igniting and at 
10.30 it was considered that the blaze 
was under control. 


The mil It house is of brick about 


100 feet long and 75 feet wide. 
The 


walls are intact, but the interior of 
the structure-is a wreck and the loss 
is practically total. All the Jones prop- 
erly is protected by a blanket insur- 
ance system. 'While the fire will ham- 
per operations at the plant, a complete 
shutdown will be unnecessary.

It is much 
more than suspected at St. Petersburg 
that their agile foes-have been assisted 
in their operations against the Musco- 
vites by agencies more tangible than 
sympathy. Be this true or not, the fact 
remains (hat England Is more hated in 
llusian diplomatic circles than Is Japan, 
It is Inevitable that the bad blood which 
for so long u period has been clogging 
the amicable circulation between these 
two great powers should sooner or later 
breed mischief.

Prince Fushimi, Japan's Royal Hero, to Visit America 


\1ONG the distinguish- 


ed foreigners attracted 
to American shores by 
the fame of the Lou- 
isiana Purchase expo- 
sition Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Prince Sadnnaru 
Fushimi, who Is now, 


wilh his retinue, touring In America, 
ia the most notable. 
It Is true tHat 


Keveral other perfionagcs of royal ex- 
traction 
have 
preceded him, among 


them certain scions of the Portuguese 
family which once ruled Brazil. This 
Japanese tourist is not only a nephew 
of tlys reigning sovereign of the Island 
kingdom, but he has won a reputation 
of being one of the most dafihlng and 
gallant officers In his royal uncle's 
army. 


The Japanese legation at Washington, 


fully awake to the importance of the 
occasion, has been active in paving the 
way for the prince's first visit to Amer- 
ica. 
It was necessary to acquaint the 


government with the intention of the 
Japanese ruler to send his near relative 
nnd most trusted associate on a friend- 
ly tour of inspection in the United 
fitatcs. Particular stress was put upon 
the coming visitor's rank and the un- 
usual conditions which made his visit 
possible. 
It was explained with true 


Japanese explicilness that the prince, 
although he was consumed with a de- 
Bire to witness for himself the pros- 
perity of the great American people, 
had been loath to leave his command at 
this critical moment in his country's 
rareer, but that his physical condition 
was such that the mikado was unwill- 
iiiK to expose so valuable a life to fur- 
ther peril in Manchuria and had made 
the American tour mandatory. 


Although there Is not the slightest of- 


ficial sanction to the notion—it would 
probably be met nt the legation 'by a 
dignified and most positive denial- - it 


lias occurred to many persons thru the 
prince's coming may have a quasi po- 
litical significance. He Is reputed to be 
a man of singularly attractive person- 
ality, and it is argued that his pres- 
ence at this particular time will do 
wonders toward perpetuating pro-Jap- 
anese sentiment, which Is already ex- 
ceedingly strong in the United States. 


Notwithstanding 
the fact that he 


comes dlvAtcd of all appearance; of 
official Importance. Prince Fushiinf wtil 
be accorded the attention which is due 
his rank by the government. It IB ex- 
pected thnt his progress through the 
country will be marked by elaborate 
official and unofficial ceremonies. 
ICven 


if he were not a prince his record as a 
victorious Reneral would entitle him to 
the endless series of receptions, din- 
ners and other functions with which 
the generous Americans overwhelm all 
those who have mudn themselves con- 
spicuous for heroism. 
Of course the 


government will so temper its official 
hospitality that the representatives of 
other powers cannot find cause for of- 
fense; that is one of the chief, accom- 
plishments of diplomacy. 


The prince will be .invited to dine nt 


the White House. As a member of the 
ruling house of Japan he will be enti- 
tled to a military escort while in Wash- 
ilngton, as was Prince Henry of Prns- 
' sia, who was entertained al the presi- 
dential mansion in 1302. 


There will, of course, bn a reception 


at the Japanese legation, and it will 
probably prove to be n social revelation 
to the capital's official circles. 
As it 


will be early In the season these func- 
tions will attract widespread attention, 
and the competition to secure the cov- 
eted invitations has already begun. 


The official festivities will be followed 


by a round of private hospitality which 
will surpass in lavish outlay anything 
heretofore known to Washington so- 
ciety. Since Prince FuEhlml expects to 
remain in the United States for at least 
a month and hopes to visit all the prin- 
cipal cities In the Union there ia no 
doubt that the capital's hospitable t>x-

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—Eight shlp- 


tcTecked sailors, the captain and crew 
of the three masted schooner Isleboro, 
•who were rescued from their storm- 
batterei), water-logged craft, after a 
terrible experience In 
the 
hurricane 


which swept over the Atlantic' sea- 
board early in the week, were brought 
here today on the British steamer Ath- 
oll, which arrived from Yokohama and 
other far eastern ports. The rescue 
was made in the dangerous seas off 
Cape Henry, north of Hatteras, while 
the waves were breaking over 
the 


helpless craft fore and aft. 
' Huddled on the roof of 
the 
after- 


house, where they had been driven as 
the schooner settled until her decks 
•were awash and swept by every wave 
the crew of the Islesboro had 
nearly 


abandoned hope when the steamer hove 
In sight and in answer to their signal 
of distress sent a boat to their assist- 
ance. 
Once on the Atholl, the men were 


given food and warmth and made as 
comfortable as possible, BO that they 
showed little of the effects of their ter- 
rible." experience when 
they 
arrived 


here today. 


According to the story told by Cap- 
tain Trim of the Isleboro, he 
sailed 


from 
Savannah. Ga., Nift-cmber 
'l, 


bound for New Bedford, Mass., with a 
cargo of yellow pine. The voyage up 
the coast was uneventful until Sunday 
night, the 13th, .when the 
wind 
in- 


creased to a gale and soon assumed 
hurricane proportions. Sail was short- 
ened and the schooner fought it out 
with the elements, but one by one the 
pieces of canvas were ripped away. 


The storm became so violent 
that 


nothing remained but to put about and 
run before It. From one o'clock in the 
afternoon until midnight the Islesboro 
ran before the gale without sail. The 
storm Increased in violence nnd 
the 
great waves pounding the schooner In- 
cessantly, threatened to crush her. At 
midnight it -was found that some of her 
butts had been started by the force of 
the seas and that she was leaking bad- 
ly. From that time 
the 
hold 
filled 


rapidly, and within an hour her decks 
were awash. Ail efforts to navigate 
the schooner were then abandoned and 
Captain Trim and his 
crew 
sought 


safety on the deck of the after-house. 
For 10 hours the men clung to their 
precarious positions on the narrow 
roof while the Islesboro pitched and 
tossed In the turbulent sea and was 
swept from end to end by every wave. 
Every hour made their position more 


desperate. With the first sight of the 
Atholl, however, there came renewed 
hope and soon they were safe on board 
the steamer. 
Captain Trim believes the Islesboro 


Is a total wreck. The 
Islehoro 
was 


built at Alexandria. Va,, in 1882 and 
hailed from New York. She was of 626 
tons net. 156 feet long. 35.5 feet beam 
and 10 feet deep.

H is known to all civilized mankind 


1'iiiL Russia has no reason to regard 
Croat Britain with tenderness. From 
the first hint of-impending trouble In 
ihe east the English have been out- 
spoken In their sympathy for Japan and 
their criticism of Russia. It is much 
more than suspected at St. Petersburg 
that their agile foes have been assisted 
in their operations against the Musco- 
vites by agencies more tangible than 
sympathy. Be this true or not, the fact 
remains that England is more hated in 
Rusian diplomatic circles than is Japan. 
It Is inevitable that the bad blood which 
for so long a period has been clogging 
the amicable circulation between these 
two great powers should sooner ot later 
breed mischief. 


This mutual dislike Is not of recent 


origin; It was born of distrust and na- 
tional greed for more territory. It be- 
gan when Russia first permitted her 
desire to extend her boundary eastward 
to become public. Every step that Rus- 
sia made to lessen the distance between 
that empire and British Asia has acted 
as a fresh irritant.

Prince Fushimi, Japan's Royal Hero, to Visit America 


MONG the distinguish- 


ed foreigners attracted 
to American tjhores by 
the fame of the Lou- 
isiana Purchase expo- 
sition Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Prince Sadanaru 
Fushlml, who is now, 


with his retinue, touring in America, 
is the most notable. 
It ia true that 


several other personages of royal ex- 
tract ion hdve preceded him, among 
them certain sciona of the Portuguene 
family which once ruled Brazil. 
This 


Japanese tourist is not only a nephew 
of thn reigning sovereign ot the island 
kingdom, but he has won a reputation 
of being one of the niobt dashing and 
gallant officers in his royal uncle's 
urmy. 


The Japanese legation at Washington, 


fully awake to the importance of the 
occasion, has been active in paving the 
way for the prince's first visit to Amer- 
ica.. It was necessary to acquaint the 
government with the intention of the 
Japanese ruler to send his near relative 
nnd most trusted associate on n friend- 
ly tour of inspection in the United 
States. Particular stress was put upon 
the coining visitor's rank and the un- 
usual conditions which made his visit 
possible. 
It was explained with true 


Japanese explicilness that the prince, 
although he was consumed with a de- 
sire to witness for himself the pros- 
perity of the great American people, 
bud been loath to leave his command at 
this critical moment in his country's 
career, but that his physical condition 
was such that the mikado was unwill- 
ing to expose PO valuable a life to fur- 
ther peril In Manchuria and had made 
the American tour mandatory. 


Although there is not the slightest of- 


ficial sanction to the notion—it would 
probably be met at the legation by a 
dignified and most positive denial—it 


has occurred to many persons I hat the 
prince's coming may have a quasi po- 
litical significance, lie is reputed to be 
a man of singularly attractive person- 
ality, and it Is argued that his pres- 
ence at this particular time will do 
wonders toward perpetuating pro-Jap- 
anese Bontlment, which in already ex- 
ceedingly strong in the United StateH. 


Notwithstanding the fact tlmt he 


comes divested of all appearance of 
official Importance. Prince Fushimi will 
be accorded the attention which in due 
his rank by Ihe Ruvi-rnmeiit. IL Is ex- 
pected that hlR progress through the 
country will be marked by elaborate 
official and unofficial ceremonies. Kven 
if he were not a prince, his record as a 
victorious general would entitle him to 
the end less KfiHes of receptions, din- 
ners and other functions with which 
the generous Americana overwhelm all 
those who have nmdu themselves con- 
spicuous for heroism. Of course the 
government will so temper Its official 
hospitality that the representatives of 
other powers cannot find cause for of- 
fense; that Is one of the chief accom- 
plishments of diplomacy. 


The prince will be Invited lo dine nt 


tht* Whitti HOURO, As a member of the 
ruling house of Juptm he will be enti- 
jtled to a military escort while In Wash- 
ington, as was Prince Henry of Prus- 
sia, who was entertained at Hie presi- 
dential mansion in 1902. 
| There will, of course, be a reception 
at the Japanese legation, and it will 
probably prove to be a social revelation 
to the capital's official circles. As ft 
will be early in the season these func- 
tions will attract widespread attention, 
and tho competition to secure the cov- 
elerl invitations har. already begun. 


The official festivities will be followed 


by a round of private hospitality which 
will surpass iu lavish outlay anything 
heretofore known to "Washington su- 
cicty. Since Prince FushimI expects to 
remain in tho United States for at least 
a month and hopes to visit all the prin- 
cljral cities in the Union there is no 
doubt that the capital's hospitable ex-

of Algeclras, six miles across the bay 
and connected by a ferry. On account 
of Us strategical position It has long 
been termed "the key ot the Mediterra- 
nean." 


The promontory Itself, called 
"the 


rock of Gibraltar," Is of gray marble 
and hus a certain resemblance In form 
to a Hon. ulthougli this is not apparent 
to all observers. The rock la nearly 
three miles In length and fully three- 
quarters of a mile in breadth. It rises 
precipitously from the wate'r to a height 
of nearly 1,500 feet nnd from the wa- 
ter presents a barren and decidedly 
unattractive appearance. A closer ac- 
quaintance, however, shows that tha 
spot baa been made quite habitable. 


The sides of the rock are honeycomb- 


ed with fortified artificial galleries. The 
town and lino modern harbor on the 
west arc protected by a sea wall with 
bastions and by batteries nnd forts ris- 
ing to the top bf the rock. The fortifi- 
cations are supplied with the most for- 
midable modern (finis that aro made. 
As fast as they become a trifle out ot 
date they are replaced by new ones of 
the most approved patterns. In time of 
peace the garrison consists of about 
5,000 men. 
In the year 711 an Arab chief took 


possession of the rock and built a for- 
tress thfi-B. part of which la standing 
today.

spot for r,00 years tho Onstllluim c-'p- 
(urotl It. but a few yunrs later It was 
reckon by the former occupiuiU.
